The manifesto refers to the in- 
gratitude of Servia for the support 
the Emperor's ancestors afforded to 
Servian independence; how Servia 
for years has pursued a path of open 
hostility to Austria-Hungary; how

Declaring that a stop must be put 
to these intolerable provocations, the 
honor and dignity of the monarchy 
protected and its political, military 
and economic developments guarded 
from continuous shocks, he said: : 
“In vain did my government make 
a last attempt to induce Servia to de- 
sist. Servia rejected the just and 
moderate demands of my government 
and refused to conform to the obliga- 
tions forming the national founda- 
tions for peace in the life of peoples 
and states. I must therefore proceed 
by force of arms to secure those in- 
dispensable pledges which alone can 
insure tranquillity to states within 
and lasting peace without. 
“In this solemn hour I am fully 
conscious of the whole significance of 
my resolve and my responsibility be- 
fore the Almighty. 
“I have examined and weighed 
everything and with my conscience 
clear I set out on the path that duty 
points.

Sugar beets will make a 760,000- 
ton crop, with the Santa Ana Co-op- 
erative, Anaheim and Holly refineries 
already in operation, and the Oxnard, 
Chino, Los Alamitos and Southern 
California refineries scheduled to be- 
gin slicing about August 1. 

The cotton yield is estimated at 
50,000 bales from 60,00 acres, a high 
average; the production of vegetables 
at 4000 cars; the walnut crop at 11,- 
200 tons, and the citrus crop at 41,- 
500 cars, of which 5500 carloads yet 
remain to be moved. 

As an evidence of the big grain and 
hay crops, it is pointed out that pas- 
turage is now Offered in the Imperial 
Valley at 50 cents a head, where the 
prevailing figure last year was $2. In- 
cidentally, the Southern Pacific last 
year hauled cattle by the trainload 
into the Imperial Valley from the 
drouth-stricken regions of this State 
and Arizona for fattening on the lusk 
pasturage of our Nile country.

CANAL OPENING WILL 
SLASH RATES: 


NNOUNCEMENT was made here 
A yesterday by the American-Ha- 
wallan Steamship Company of 
the first slash in coast-to-coast freight 
rates in preparation for the opening 
of the  distance-teles ing ditch 
across the slender waist of the con- 
tinent. 

The cut, which will become effect- 
ive with the opening of the ‘canal, is 
on east-bound shipments of canned 
Foods. The new rate will be 30 cents 
per 100 pounds, as compared with the 
present water or water-and- rail rate 
of 45 cents, and the all-rail rate of 
85 cents. 

Figuring on the normal yearly ship- 
ment or 15,000 tons of canned goods 
from Southern California, the new 
rates, previded all the canned stuff 
went to New York, would save the 
shippers $45,000, compared with the 
present water or water-and-rail rate, 
and $165,000 compared with the ral 
road rate. With free tolle the saving 
would be increased nearly 60 per 
cent.

SUFFER HUNGER, THIRST. 


LL night adrift in an open, dis- 
A abled boat, in a choppy sea, with- 
out food or water, was the un- 
comfortable experience of J. C. Mur- 
phy, chief electrician, and Frank Wir- 
mot, head barkeeper of the Los An- 


geles Athletic Club. 

Monday afternoon they started for 
Catalina Island in the little launch 
Kewpie, owned by Towner A. Ruby, 
an instructor at the Athletic Club. 
Although the launch is but twenty- 
two feet long and equipped with only 
an eight-horse-power engine, the men 
felt confident they could make the 
trip. Mr. Ruby had made it in the 
little launch several times before. 

Out at sea the launch became dis- 
jabled. Inexpertenced, they could not 
start the engine when it stopped, and 
had to drift all night in the channel. 
Yesterday morning First Mate Jacob- 
sen of the steam schooner Wellesley, 
returning from San Diego with a cargo 


of lumber, sighted their signal of dis- 
tress. He called Capt. Lindquist, who 
decided to put the steamer about and 
go to the assistance of the launch. The 
two men had one paddle and were 
making an effort to paddle to shore. 


Expecting to make the run.to Ava- 
lon before nightfall, the men had 
failed to provide either food or water 
for the trip. They were nearly ex- 
hausted from cold and thirst after 
their night at sea, when a line was 
thrown to them from the steamer. 


When the Wellesley got inside, the 
launch was cast adrift and the men 
paddied to a wharf and lost no time 
in hunting up the first refreshment 
stand. ‘Then they hired a boatman to 
tow the launch back to its berth at the 
landing on Mormon Island. 

Aside from the absence of the

The goat in the case of the Ameri- 
can Brokerage Company is abcut to 
come forth in the trial now in prog- 
resse in the United States District 
Court. The evidence of Arthur E. 
Golden, who acted at one time as 
president of the concern, and W. A. 
Gordon, secretary of the corporaticn 
during a part of its troubled existence, 
all pointed yesterday to Frank B. 
Woodruff, vice-president, as the mov- 


ing spirit in the enterprise. 

- Mr. Woodruff, an attorney, is de- 
fending himself cn the charge of us- 
ing the mails in a scheme to defraud. 
It ie the first time in the memory of 
the oldest attache of that court, that 
the roles of defendant and attorney in 
his own behalf have been united. 

Mr. Golden declared that he signed 
his name to a large number of con- 
tracts and form letters at the request 
of Mr. Woodruff, nct knowing what 
they were. He also declared that he 
knew nothing of the American 
Brokerage Company until 1912, two 
years after the commission of some 
of the overt acts, through a purchase 
of the stcck owned by F. W. Courtney, 
another of the defendante. 

The name of Gordon by the rub- 
ber-etamp route appeared on a num- 
ber of contracts and form letters 
placed in evidence by the government 
“fter they had been mailed. Mr. Gor- 
don claimed that he had never seen 
the rubber stamp signature until it 
was shown him at the trial, and said 
that it was not a fac-simile of his sig- 
nature. He admitted he signed ccn- 


tracts and letters previous to May, 
1909, when he alleged his connection 
with the company ceased. He knew 


nothing of the amount of business the 
company transacted, he declared, and 
testified that some of the form let- 
ters to which his name is appended 
were subsequently altered. 

Mr. Woodruff will be the last de- 


fendant on the stand, and scme ex- 


plosive evidence is expected.

If we go back in im- 
agination to the days of darkest savagery 
before civilization was even born we will 
find between individuals the same condi- 
tions incessant warfare that later pre- 
valled between the nations in their 
worst conditions furthest from peace.

Never in the 
history of humanity has there been so wide- 
spread an aspiration for universal peace as 
in our own day. The greatest minds in all na-

And yet, notwithstanding this earnest 
aspiration of the human heart and these 
efforts of the human mind, the world in 
this last century of history is rent by 
bloody wars as bitterly fought and vastly 
more destructive of human life and prop- 
erty than anything existing in the past. 
The outbreak of national conflicts during 
the last decade is enough to discourage any 
heart but the bravest and banish all hope 
of universal peace. Yet we still long as 
much for peace as the ancient Hebrews 
who, when they met upon the street or 
highway in the morning, greeted one an- 
other with the salutation “Peace.” 

And this is quite as it should be, for 
long as the road and arduous as the path 
that leads to peace, every step that the 
human race is taking is as surely toward 
peace as it is toward a higher condition of 
civilization. The two things go hand in 
ha. and the dream that humanity has in- 
culged in for ages will be realized at last. 
It may be far in the future. But just as 


sure as the sun rises and séts, as days 


come and go, and as the revolving years 
run by, the human race will in the end 
evolve a system of international law which

There is another plan for international 
peace so comprehensive and perfect that 
it should command the attention of all ad- 
vocates of peace, of all the statesmen of the 
nations and of all the humanitarians among 
mankind. It consists of an important de- 
velopment of the international court idea 
with an armed force on sea and land 
to enforce the decisions of the court and 


to protect the peaceful from the assaults 
' of the warlike. Is it not a fact that The 


Hague tribunal is simply an application to 
international affairs of the civil courts to 
disputes between individuals? And if we 
must have police and sheriffs, properly 
called peace officers, to enforce the dec 
sions of civil courts in cases involving in- 
dividual rights, must there not also be 


‘the international police (ie. armies and 


navies) to see that the decisions of the in- 
ternational courts are made effective? 

If the great nations of the world should 
enter into a compact to prevent any na- 


them to submit their differences to arbi- 
tration, and should say, “We will combine 
our armies_and navies to guppréss any at- 
tempt at war”’—then we might expect uni- 
versal peace. Of course this would be a 
step in the direction of world-government.

place among the best of lawyers. His first 
public service was as United States District 


York. That was in the early 80’ Ten 
years later he was a highly valuable mein- 
ber of the constitutional convention which 
assembled in 1894. In that body he was 
floor leader of the Republican majority 
and chairman of the Judiciary Committee. 
Five years later he made his entry into 
national affairs. when President McKinley 
called him to the position of Secretary of 
War, whose duties had been made excep 
tionally difficult and exacting by the prob- 
lems which grew out of the war with 
Spain, which had been brought to a close 
a few months before. Because of these 
problems President McKinley felt that he 
needed for the placé a man learned in the 
law, of keen insight, quick, perception 

and su administra- 


sound 

tive ability. : 
When Mr. Root entered upon his duties 
as Secretary of War, native revolt against 
American authority existed in the Philip 
pines; there was the task of establishing 
orderly government in Cuba and inciden- 
tally Porto Rico had to be brought under 
proper control of this government. 

It was the task of Mr. Root to place an 
army of 70,000 men in the Philippines to 
meet insurrection with sufficient force and 
at the same time to order military activi- 
ties that the people of the archipelago 
would be made to know that this govern- 
ment’s plans were for their good, that its 
purpose was not exploitation but the per- 
formance of a duty which the fortunes of 
war had imposed upon it. ' 

In the midst of the beginning of this 
work in the Philippines he was compelled 
to give time and effort to the organization 
of the military force which went to the 
relief of the American Minister and the 
members of the legation in Peking, China, 
imperiled by the Boxer uprising. Under 
his direction that expedition, led by Gen. 


situation. 

At the same time the work in the Phil- 
ippines and in Cuba progressed steadily. 
To Mr. Root’s untiring and able efforts are 
largely due the establishment of the civil 
government, under supervision of the Unit- 
ed States, in the Philippines (not forgetting 
Gov.-Gen. Taft's good work there) and 
Porto Rico, and the realization of Cuba's 

government. 
8 “yee time he likewise accom- 
plished such reorganization of the army 
and change in the staff system as generally 
enhanced its efficiency. 

In 1903 Mr. Root was made a member 
of the Alaska Boundary Commission, which 
settled the long-standing dispute over the 
boundary line between Alaska and Canada. 

Early in 1904 he sent his resignation to 
President Roosevelt and resumed the prac- 
tice of his profession. In the following 
year the President appointed him Secre- 
tary of State. Again in that position he 
rendered distinguished services, conspicu- 
ous among which was his tour of South 
America, which had the effect of bringing 
the republics of that continent into closer 
and more friendly relations with the Unit- 
ed States. It is a fact that ever since that 
visit trade both ways between this coun- 
try and the various South American coun- 
tries has increased materially. 

New York State Senator Davenport, in 
his speech nominating Mr. Root for the 
United States Senate in the joint caucus 
of Republican legislators on January 158, 
2 a constitutional lawyer 
whose client is the American people. He 
combines with the nationalist faith of 
Hamilton and Marshall the twentieth cen- 
tury spirit of American internationalism. 
He was born for the long look ahead. 

“The secret of Elihu Root’s public ca 
reer is not primarily to be sought in polit- 
fecal influence. It is the triumph of a bril- 
liant intellect sobered by earnest deter- 
mination and guided by moral purpose.” 

Elihu Root has been as valuable to his 
country as a Senator, within the opportu- 
nities of that position, as he was as Sec- 
ertary of War and as Secretary of State. 
But always his achievements in the office 
to which he was called in the critical time. 
immediately following the war with Spain 
will stand out conspicuously in his splendid 
career. That was a time in which every 
act and every movement had to be exactly 
right to insure steady and uninterrupted 
progress toward the clearing of an ex- 
tremely difficult situation. Even a man of 
superior’ mental equipment, lacking other 
qualifications necessary to give proper bal- 
ance to his efforts, would have been likely 
to go astray. 7 

As Secretary of War, as Secretary of 
State, as United States Senator, Elihu 
Root never deviated in the slightest degree 
from the right way. The good of his coun- 
try has always been closest to his heart, 
the engrossing subject of his thoughts. He 
has been, and is, a staunch supporter of 
the principles of the Republican party be- 
cause it is his firm conviction that policies 


fare of the people of the United States. 

Because Elihu Root is a man, as his rec- 
ord proves him to be, because he is one of 
the few public men who are mentally 
equipped and temperamentally fitted for 
public service of highest value, there is 
general regret over his irrevocable deci- 
sion to retire from active public service 
when his term is ended. | Pe

Four Nephews Seek to Break 
Woman's um Leaving $100,000 


A mysterious man named Jack 
Woods, a powder that deprives a per- 
son of the use of the lower limbs and 
hypnotism entered yesterday into the 
$100,000 will contest suit which Judge 
Jackson is trying. 

Four nephews named Campbell, 
sons of a deceased sister of Mra. Mag- 
gie Rayner, 84 years of age, are seek- 
ing to break the will of Mrs. Ray- 
ner's daughter, the late Mrs. Helen 
May Hubbs Genshlea, who left her 


$100,000 estate wholly to her husband, 
Charles J. Genshiea. They allege that 


Mrs. Genshlea used hypnotism and 


psychological influences on her muth- 
er to get her to deed her property to 
Mrs. Genshlea during Mrs. Rayner's 
lifetime. 

Mrs. Sarah Campbell was one of 

the most important witnesses yester- 
day. She declared that Mrs. Rayner 
told her that her own daughter, Mrs. 
Genshiea, and a mysterious Jack 
Woods had forced her to take a pow- 
der that resulted in the loss of the use 
of her limba. Mrs. Genshlea and 
Woods stood by, permitting Mrs. Ray- 
ner to fall to the floor without offer- 
ing to assist her, she testified. She 
also declared that Mrs. Rayner told 
her that Woods forced her to sign 
papers and checks against her will. 
The competency of Mrs. Rayner 
was questioned by G. A. Williams, a 
hair and fur merchant of San Diego, 
with whom Mrs. Rayner lived for 
eight months in 1910, and for a few 
months in 1908. 
Mr. Williams testified that August 
17, 1910, Mrs. Rayner borrowed $5000 
from a San Diego bank and gave it 
to him to build a home, with the un- 
derstanding that she was to live with 
the: Williamses the remainder of her 
days. Mrs. Genshlea visited her 
mother and took her away from the 
Williamses, and Mr. Williams re- 
turned $4500 to Mrs. Rayner, retain- 
ing $500 fer services. 

He declared that when she bor- 
rowed the money from the bank she 
was competent to manage her own 
affairs, but that when she deeded all 
her property to her daughter, Sep- 
tember 23, 1910, a little more than a 
month later, she was not. This as- 
sertion caused Judge Linney for the 
defendant to sharply cross-examine 
the witness. 

A feature of the testimony was the 
story told by Mrs. Sarah Campbell of 
visits paid to Mrs. Rayner while she 
was living in San Francisco at the 
Twin Oaks Hotel, and afterward when 
she came to Los Angeles, subsequently 
to the death of her daughter, and 
made her home with her son-in-law. 

In San Francisco, she said, she was 
refused admittance at first and called 
the police. The appearance of blue- 
coats, she said, resulted in her ad- 
mittance to the house where her aunt 
was staying. 

The third time she called to see 
Mrs. Rayner in Los Angeles, she said, 
she was informed by Mr. Genshlea's 
housekeeper that she, the housekeep- 
er, had orders that no Campbell was 
to be admitted to see Mrs. Rayner. 
This greatly disturbed the old lady, 
she said.

His Refusal to Resign When So 
Requested Given as Reason for 
Action—Municipal League Asks 
Permission to Investigate, but 
Members Desire More Information. 


By a vote of 4 to 1 the Board of 
Education last night refused to grant 
permission to Asst. Supt. Grant 
Karr to present to it a defense to 
charges against him incorporated in 
the charges made by the minority 
members against Supt. Francis, Mr. 
Karr appeared before the board at its 
reguiar. meeting last night, alleged 
that his character, attainments and 
school experience had been assailed 
and requested that he be heard. 

Mr. Scott asked Mr. Karr if he 
proposed to tender his resignation as 
a part of his remarks and the latter 
replied in the negative. President 
Frank and Mr. Scott both called Mr. 
Karr’s attention to the fact that he 
has been asked by all seven members 
of the board to resign and declared 
him to be in insubordination by rea- 
son of his refusal to comply with the 


request. 

A motion by Mr. Steadman that 
Mr. Karr be given an opportunity to 
state his defense at some later date 
was lost by a vote of 4 to 2, Messrs. 
Steadman and Blight voting in the 
affirmative. Mr. Scott then moved 
that a hearing be denied Mr. Karr 
until the requested resignation be 
made. This vote was carried, Mr. 
Steadman voting no and Mr. Blight 
refusing to vote. The latter stated 
that he could vote neither way with- 
out danger of being misunderstood. 
He said he believed anyone should be 
given an opportunity to be heard by 
the board on relevant matters, but 
that he i« not in the position of up- 
holding Mr. Karr in his refusal to 
comply with the expressed wishes of 
the board. 

A request was received from the 
Municipal League asking permission 
of the board to Investigate the condi- 
tions which have disturbed the har- 
mony of the board Tt was unani- 
mously voted that a committee of the 
league be requested to appear before 
the board and explain more fully the 
scope of the proposed investigation 
and how it shall be conducted. 

The question of a survey of the 
city schools again came up in connec- 
tion with a report by the Finance 
Committee, but no action was taken. 
Some of the members expressed the 
opinion that a survey would be of 
doubtful ‘value and that the money 
could be better expended otherwise.

of State Jordan has received the 
following report from a committee of 
lawyers on the general subject of the 
alleged right of political candidates 
to run on one or more tickets in the 
coming State campaign.

tion herewith it is interesting to note 
that the alleged right to run on a 
number of tickets is claimed only by 
the “Progressives” and Democrats. 

The text of the report: 
ts “SAN FRANCISCO, July 27. 
“Hon. Frank C. Jordan, of 

State, Sacramento, 

‘Dear Sir—At your request we 
. made an examination of the 
direct primary law’ as approved 
June 16, 1918, for the purpose of de- 
termining your duty with reference to 
putting upon the ballots to be voted 
at the coming primary election, under 
one party designation, the names of 
candidates who are seeking nomina- 
tions at the hands of other parties. 

‘In the concrete you have asked 
us if it is your duty to place upon 
the Republican ballot the names of 
recognized partisans of the Progres- 
sive or Democratic parties, who, hav- 
ing become the candidates of their 
respective parties, have through the 
activities of their friends, who are 
registered as Republican, obtained the 
necessary petitions to have them- 
selves likewise enrolled ag Republican 
candidates. 

“You have called our attention to 
the impossibility of such candidates, 
should they be nominated by more 
than one party, meeting in the sev- 
eral separate conventions which are 
subcequently convened at the capital 
at the same hour te adopt party plat- 
forms, etc., as required by subdivi- 
sion 2 of section 24, of the act. 
“To the question thus submitted to 
us we have given careful and un- 
Miased consideration, and as a result 
find ourselves compelled to advise you 
that in our judgment, under the law 
— it ig written, ycu have no alterna-

“The act explicitly provides in sub- 
division 4, in section 5, as follows:

nder subdivision 2-b of the same 
secticn, ‘requirements’ which must be 
complied with in order to become a 
candidate for nomination to be voted 
for at any primary election, are ex- 
bilcitly set forth, viz:

nominating petitions in his favor, and 
obtaining thereon the requisite signa- 
tures.’ 

“Under Section 10 of the act it de- 
comes your duty as Secretary of State 
to certify the names of all persons 
for whom nominating papers which 
comply with the requirements of the 
law have been filed in your office 
within the prescribed time. This 
leaves to you no discretion, and as a 
ministerial officer of the State you 
must obey the statute. If the law 
leads to absurdities, or imposes duties 
upon the candidates which they can- 
not perform, the responsibility there- 
for rests upon the lawmakers and not 
upon. you. 

“The act provides as a rule for 
those whose duty it is to construe it 
that it ‘shall be lberally construed 
so that the real will of the electors 
shall not be defeated = any informal- 
ity or faiure to comply with all the 
provisions of the law in respect to 
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he construed to limit the rights of 


either the giving of any notice or the 
conducting of the primary election or 
certifying the results thereof.’ 

“If there were no doubt as to your 
duty in the premises, we think that 
under this rule it would be easily re- 
solved, as we read the law your duties 


tify to places upon the ticket under 
each and every party designation the 
names of all persons for any office 
who have complied with the require- 
ments set forth in the act. 

“In giving you this advice we are 
not unmindful of the fact that in fol- 
lowing it you will enable persons 
who are well known advocates and 
members of a certain politica] organ- 
ization to obtain by the employment 
of a legalized trick a place upon the 
ticket of a party the destruction of 
which they have in the past and are 
now trying to accomplish, and thus 
by deceiving innocent and unadvised 
-electors, gain many votes to which 
they are not justily entitled. Still, this 
result is the work of those who legal- 
ized the trick, and which you, in the 
discharge of your duty as a sworn 


officer of the State, are to 
prevent.

Just closed, Chief Sebastian shows 
that a total of 44,695 arrests were 
made during the year resulting in 25,- 
247 convictions. Of the total arrests, 
17,287 were on charges of intoxica- 
thon, and 12,164 of these were released 
at Sunrise Court. For illegal sale of 
Nquor, 194 arrests were made, result- 
ing in 147 convictions; 566 arrests 
for gambling resulted in 352 convic- 
tions: 100 arrests for conducting 
houses of prostitution resulted in 
fifty-nine convictions. The total fines 
collected amounted to $135.095. 

In referring to the curfew ordi- 
nance, he suggests that “a few jail 
sentences properly distributed among 
parents would go a long way toward 
compelling them to keep their off- 
spring from the streets in the night 
hours.”

SATTLER CASE.

Ordeal May Bring Out Records of 
His Conviction Twice for Grand 
Larceny—Sues Wholesalers’ Board 
of Trade and Others for Damages, 
Alleging Malicious Attachment. 


George F. Sattler, the grocer of 
Fifty-sixth street and Moneta avenue. 
will be quizzed in Judge Wilbur's court 


roll Allen, attorneys for the Los An- 
geles Wholesalers’ Board of Trade. 
when he resumes the witness stand, 
under cross-examination, 
against the board of trade and others 
for malicious attachment. 

Sattler became unpleasantly prom!i- 
nent when he was arrested charged 
with a statutory offense, his alleged 
victim being Gladys Freeman, 12 years 
of age. He was tried in Judge Wil- 
lis’s court and was acquitted by the 
jury. 

He now faces another ordeal. the 
attorneys say, for they will ask him 
about his past record, and produce, 
if the court allows, the records of 
the San Bernardino courts in which 
he was convicted and sentenced on 
two occasions to San Quentin for 
grand larceny. 

On the first conviction he received 
five years. He returned to San Ber- 
nardino and Was sent up again, this 
time for eight years. y a strange 
coincidence, I. Benjamin, the official 
reporter for Judge Wilbur's court, 
took the shorthand notes in Sattler 
trials at San Bernardino, and he may 
be called as a witness. 

Sattler’s suit is against S. H. Peters. 
assistant secretary of the Los Angeles 
Wholesalers’ Board of Trade; the lat- 
ter organization, Stetson-Barrett Co.. 
Richards, Holman & Lamb Co., Great 
Western Milling Company, United 
Wholesale Grocery Company, W. T. 
Craig and Carroll Allen. 
who are lawyers, are joined in the 
suit for advising the attachment 
which was issued on Sattler's store. 

The story goes back to the action 
brought by Mr. Peters against Sattler 


wholesalers. It was alleged that the 
son bought the goods and put them 
in his store and that the father took. 
them out and placed them in his own 
store, which is several blocks away. 

The wholesalers discovered that 
there was only $600 worth of goods 
in the son’s store. An investigation 
followed, with the result, it was 
learned, as alleged, that the elder 
Sattler had removed them to his own 
store. 

An attachment was levied upon his 
store, and it is this attachment that 
Sattler, in his suit, alleged is mali- 
cious. He asks $16,646.23 damages 
from the defendants.
